Across the North American 
continent men have drawn an 
invisible line from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. It divide,, Can¬ 
ada from the United States. On 
both sides of that line the maj¬ 
ority of people speak the same 
language, enjoy approximately 
equal standards of living, dweil 
under practically identical lav s. 

South of that line the homes 
of peaceful citizens have Seen 
hurst into, their inmates with¬ 
out respect of age or sex, kid¬ 
naped by cowardly armed crim¬ 
inals and held for ransom, mal¬ 
treated and even murdeded. In- 
iustry and business, intimidated 
by bombs and machine guns, 
yield tribute estimated at many 
millions of dollars to racketed - 
whose rapacity is only equaled 
by their ruthlc. lie s. 

North of that line citizens 
who happen to he well-to-do 
have no need of maintaining 
armed guards to protect their 
loved ones or to enjoy the unin¬ 
vaded security of their homes. 
They have noot been forced to 
pay organized gangsters in or¬ 
der to do business. 

Why do the gangster and die 
racketeer stay so prudently lie- 
low the line? Because justice 
in the Dominion of Canada is 
swift and conviction of the 
proved lawbreaker certain. 

Why is Canadian court proc¬ 
edure swift and certain? Larg¬ 
ely because, declares Earnest 
Jerome 1 U.i.ki..., hu/estigator 
for the Wickersham Commiss¬ 
ion, in Libert.’.

General, lhirjvesting is gener¬ 
al in the 1’rnirio Provinces, and 
threshing ig under way in many 
districts. Early returns show a 
wde variation in yields, with 
wheat grading high. Pastures 
have Ijenefited from scattered 
showers, but a serious feed sit¬ 
uation is indicated over a wide 
nea in the south and central 
districts, n Quebec oats are 
proving to he a h ivy yield in 
some sections but generally the 
crop is em irage. 

A goood yield of barley is ind¬ 
icated. In Ontario fall wheat is 
averaging about 30 bushels to 
the acre with the sample up to 
standard. Barley and oats are 
considerably below average 
crops, but the quality is better 
than was anticipated.

FALL RYE AS A PASTURE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Fall rye is one of our best 
plants for late fall and early 
spring pasture. It is an ideal 
fall pasture for ewes and young 
stock in the fall, and for the 
same class of stock early in the 
spring. Milch cows should be 
pastured on it very sparingly, 
however, as the milk and cream 
mav develop an offensive flavor. 

For fall pastures, it has been 
found best at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Rosthern, 
Saskatchewan to seed about 
July 15 to August 15, and not 
to pasture too close before the 
freeze-up. If the crop is not to 
bf pastured in the fall, it should 
not be sown until about Sep¬ 
tember 15, as w-hen too heav-,- 
a growth develops, winter kill¬ 
ing is greater. 

Seeded at the rate cf l'/j 
bushels per acre for wheat on 
the grain drill has been found 
heavy enough. Dakold fall rya 
is one of the most hardy sorts 
tested al the Rosthern Station.
